abuse  to  light  wliich  is  the  cause  of  great 
miscliief.  A  certain  sum  of  money  is  voted 
for  certain  works,  but  before  the  works  are 
completed  and  the  appropriation  e.Khausted, 
a  part  of  the  money  is  used  for  someLliing 
else  and  the  treasury  fails  to  pay  the  con- 
tractor all  that  is  due  him,  A  continuation 
of  the  work  is  promptly  authorized  in  the 
department,  and  a  promise  made  to  secure 
another  appropriation  at  the  next  legislative 
session.  In  the  case  brought  up  by  Senator 
Correia,  the  government  owes  the  contrac- 
tors on  the  Recife  and  S.  Francisco  exten- 
sion a  total  sum  of  3,764,000$.  On  the 
same  date  the  minister  of  finance  declared 
himself  opposed  to  export  duties  in  prin- 
ciple, but  refused  to  suppress  those  on 
sugar  for  which  the  people  of  Pernambuco 
had  petitioned.  In  the  Chamber  nothing 
of  importance  has  transpired,  except  the 
adoption  of  the  Senate  amendment  to  the 
abattoir  loan  bill,  which  merely  audiorizes 
the  municipality  to  borrow  125,000$,  instead 
of  appropriating  that  sum  from  the  imperial 
treasury.  On  the  2!kI  instant  a  fourth  pro- 
rogation was  decreed — from  the  5th  to.  the 
I2th  instant. 


The  legislative  record  since  our  last  i.ssue 
has  been  one  of  considerable  importance 
so  far  as  the  Senate  is  concerned,  because 
of  the  debates  on  financial  questions  in 
that  house.  Senator  Jose  Bonifacio  has 
devoted  considerable  attention  to  the  Bank 
of  Brazil,  whose  administration  has  not 
been  as  efficient  as  could  be  desired.  The 
favors  extended  to  this  institution  by  the 
government  have  long  been  subjects  of  pri- 
vate criticism,  and  it  is  therefore  matter  for 
congratulation  to  all  the  parties  concerned 
that  the  question  lias  been  raised  in  parlia- 
ment. There  is  clearly  too  much  favor  and 
politics  in  its  administration,  and  too  little 
real  business  capacity.  The  Waring  ques- 
tion seems  to  have  run  its  course,  the  gov- 
ernment carrying  the  appropriation  through, 
though  opposed  by  many  of  the  prominent 
liberals  in  the  Senate.  One  of  the  curious 
incidents  connected  with  this  question  was 
the  vote  of  Senator  Affonso  Celso,  wim, 
after  admitting  that  the  Warings  had  a  just 
claim  for  an  even  greater  amount  than  the 
sum  allowed,  and  whose  brother  is  the 
claimants'  administrative  lawyer,  was  com- 
pelled to  vote  against  the  present  appropria- 
tion for  political  reasons.  The  "Forges  ct 
Chantiers''  indemnity  question  has  also 
received  some  attention,  but  the  concensus 
of  opinion  is  that  no  contract  was  ever 
made  with  this  company  for  an  ironclad,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  the  document  is  on 
record  in  the  department  of  marine.  On 
the  25th,  the  ministry  received  another 
check,  the  Senate  refusing  to  pass  an 
amendment  offered  by  the  premier  for  the 
suppression  of  the  two  emancipation  amend- 
ments adopted  a  few  days  previouslv.  The 
department  of  agriculture  budget  was  passed 
on  the  25th,  and  the  300,000$  appropria- 
tion for  sanitary  improvement  surveys  on 
the  day  following.  On  the  26th  Senator 
Affonso  Celso  made  a  noteworthy  speech 
on  the  finances,  in  wiiich  he  reminded  the 
government  that  the  country  is  rapidly 
approaching  bankruptcy.  He  advocated  a 
system  of  national  banks,  but  did  not 
clearly  indicate  just  what  he  understands 
by  the  term.  On  the  28th  Senator  Curreia 
made  a  severe  attack  on  that  pernicious  and 
dangerous  administrative  abuse — the  prac- 
tice of  permitting  contractors  to  exceed  their 
appropriationr  and  to  continue  the  execu- 
tion of  public  works  after  the  appropriations 
have  been  exhausted.  Had  he  also  con- 
demned the  practice  of  misapplying  appro- 
priations, he   would  have  brought  another 


Now  that  the  General  Assembly  is  near 
its  adjournment  for  the  current  year,  it  may 
not  be  out  of  place  to  ask  what  it  has  clone 
to  meet  the  really  serious  questions  before 
the  countiy.  There  is  an  almost  unbroken 
concurrence  of  testimony  as  to  the  ciitical 
state  of  the  treasury,  of  commerce  and  of 
industry  ;  and  there  is  never  a  voice  raised 
against  the  constantly  repeated  statement 
that  measures  must  be  at  once  taken  to 
avert  impending  ruin.  And  yet,  what  is 
done?  Tiie  incubus  of  slavery  is  still  upon 
the  land,  and  nothing  has  been  done  to 
acceleiate  its  abolition  ;  in  fact,  the  prime 
minister  gives  notice  that,  so  iitr  as  he  is 
concerned,  the  hist  step  has  been  laken. 
And  through  the  pernicious  inlluence  of 
this  institution  and  the  illiberal  laws  and 
customs  of  3  slave-nourished  society,  im- 
migration is  repelled  and  free  industry 
smothereil.  With  enormous  tracts  ot  fertile 
land  yet  unsettled,  with  undeveloped  re- 
sources of  mine,  lorcst  and  fishery,  with  a 
Ijenehcent  climate,  and  with  hundreds  uf 
thousands  of  idle  consumers  who  ought  to 
form  an  industrious  laboring  population — 
with  all  these,  the  countri'  continues  to 
flounder  alung  in  an  unending  slough  of 
C(mimercial,  industrial  and  financial  depres- 
sion. And  all  this  for  the  simple  reason 
that  the  governing  classes  have  not  the 
courage  and  wisdum  to  grapple  with  ihe 
real  sources  of  all  these  tioubles.  Slavery 
is  the  direct  cause  of  manv  of  die  dif- 
ficulties which  beset  the  countn',  and  the 
indirect  cause  of  many  others;  but,  to  save 
a  few  paltry  milreis  for  tlie  favoretl  few,  all 
these  adverse  conttitions  must  be  retained 
for  years  to  come,  and  the  natural  [)rogress 
of  the  country  restricted.  Then  there  are 
the  questions  of  import  and  export  taxes, 
both  of  which  are  causing  grave  prejudices 
to  industry  and  trade  !  Ministers,  legislators 
and  commissions  Iiave  all  agreed  that  radical 
changes  are  necessary  in  the  taxes  and 
practices  of  the  custom  house.  The  duties 
on  imports  weigh  too  heavily  on  necessities 
and  are  so  unequal  and  capriciously  im- 
posed as  to  create  serious  incumbrances  to 
commerce.  And  as  fur  the  duties  on  ex- 
ports, we  have  the  anomaly  of  hearing  a 
minister  of  finance  condemning  them  in 
unqualified  terms,  and  then  refusing  to 
consider  either  suspensions  or  reductions 
simply  because  the  treasury  needs  the 
money  !  It  matters  not  that  \h>:  indu.stry 
of  sugar-growing  is  suffering  from  over- 
production and  low  prices;  it  must  pay  its 
national  and  provincial  export  taxes  to 
enable  the  government  to  maintain  an  armv 
of  useless  officials,  to  buy  unneces^iarv  iron- 
clads,  to  build  unproductive  railways,  and 


to  spend  countless  sums  on  such  question- 
able jobs  as  the  lazaretto,  the  abattoir,  and 
the  sanitary  improvement  of  the  capital. 
Like  slavery,  the  export  tax  is  an  incubus 
on  the  progress  of  the  country;  and,  like 
slavery  again,  it  has  a  visible,  calculable 
value — for  which  reason  it  is  continued. 
Then  there  are  the  questions  of  public 
lands,  of  transfers,  registry,  labor,  land  taxa- 
tion, and  of  civil  and  political  rights — all 
of  prime  importance  in  the  acquisition  of 
immigrants.  What  has  been  done  to  solve 
these  questions  in  a  manner  worth)-  of  the 
position  which  tliis  great  empire  should 
occupy?  Absolutely  nothing!  We  know 
what  oceans  of  rhetoric  and  ri\'ers  of  pro- 
mises have  been  poured  out  upon  a  long- 
suflering  world  about  emigration  to  Brazil, 
and  we  know  equally  well  how  little  has 
been  done  to  realize  either  statement  or 
promise.  For  more  than  sixty  years  the 
propaganda  of  boundless  fertility  and  end- 
less summer  has  gone  on.  and  during  all 
this  time  immigrants  liave  been  s[.^r\'iiig, 
struggling,  begging,  and  breaking  down  as 
nowhere  else  on  the  f;;ce  of  the  cardi.  And 
with  this  long,  shameful  record  of  deception 
and  suffering  before  tliem,  Bmzilian  leg- 
islators still  find  nothing  of  urgency  in  the 
demand  for  reform  legislation  !  "I'lie  ques- 
tions of  banks  and  currency  are  also  of 
prime  importance,  and  have  noi  lacked 
advocates  who  realize  the  tremendous  Ikmi- 
efits  which  might  spring  from  a  proper 
change  in  the  systems  now  pursued.  \\'e 
will  not  say  that  their  ajipcaN  have  fallen 
upon  unwilling  ears,  bin  ilir\  certainly 
have  been  addressed  t^)  men  with  palsied 
hands.  If  to  these  be  added  tho.se  no  less 
urgent  and  imi)orlant  questions  (>r  mun- 
icipal and  provincial  government,  p'tiiLe 
courts  and  criminal  law  proceilure,  sul- 
frage,  primary  educaliun,  decentralization 
and  a  score  of  others  ol  similar  charactci, 
we  have  a  congestion  ■)[  urgent  rcfoiin 
measures  which  few  le-,'ishuive  bodies  have 
ever  been  called  upon  to  si.'Ule  ai  oue  lime. 
But  in.stead  of  taking  uji  the  w^-A  wiih 
courage  and  energy,  both  houses  fiiiier 
away  their  time  in  personal  and  poliiJL;i| 
discussion  and  acctimpli.sh  noUiing. 


WiTHi.N  the  last  week  or  so.  a  sh.irp  coii- 
lrover.sy  has  arisen  in  the  columns  of  tlie 
daily  press  over  the  action  of  the  new  gas 
company  in  requiring  seciirilv  from  the- 
atrical managers  for  their  gas  bills.  Our 
Brazilian  colleagues  .seem  [•,  think  that 
this  is  a  gross  imposition  on  the  |';iri  of 
the  company,  for  wliich  it  has  no  ;niihiiiit\' 
under  eitiier  law  or  conlract.  We  c.in  not 
see  tliat  there  is  any  occasion  wliaie\-er  for 
all  the  discussion  which  h.is  .iriseii.  nor 
can  we  see  wherein  the  coiiipain-  h,is  e.-;- 
ceeded  its  rights.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  a  company  has  rights  just  as  well  as 
persons,  and  thai  one  of  these  riglits  is  that 
of  doing  business  in  a  business-like  way. 
This  company  has  invested  its  monev  in  an 
expensive  gas-making  plant,  and  un(h-r- 
lakes  to  supply  the  city  wiih  g.is.  Ii  is  not 
expected  to  do  this  gratuitously,  nor  can  it 
justly  he  expected  to  take  extraordinarv 
risks  in  the  service.  If  we  mist.ike  not, 
under  the  terms  of  the  new  contiaci  the 
comjiany  has  no  claims  whatever  upon 
lumse-owners,  but  onlv  upon  the  house- 
occupiers  to  wh(mi  the  gas  is  furnished. 
This  necessarily  involves  a  very  sharp  fiscal- 
ization  on  its  part,  as  it  would  not  lake  a 
very  large  percentage  ()f  losses  in  this  wav 
lo  absorb  the  profits.  It  sh<juhl  also  be 
remembered  that  the  new  coini>anv  is  work- 
ing on  a  much  narrnwiT  iiiari^in  that  did 
its  predecessor,  and  thai  it  is  ihe  duiv,  as 
it  should  be  the  policy,  ol  all  lo  strenglhen 
its  hands  and  help  it  to  cany  out  its  obliga- 
tions. We  til)  n()t  know  what  has  been  lije 
experience  of  the  old  company  in  its  deal- 
ings  with   the  theatres,  but  as  these  p,irties 


are  large  consumers  and  as  there  is  un- 
usual risk  in  their  ventures,  we  do  not  see 
that  the  new  company  is  doing  anytliing 
wrong  in  requiring  satisfactory  security.  If 
a  deposit  be  considered  objectionable,  then 
let  some  responsible  persons,  wlio.se  feelings 
are  so  Injured  by  this  new  requirement, 
sign  their  names  as  guaranty  for  the  hills 
incurred.  Perhaps  it  might  give  them 
a  litde  practical  insight  into  business 
matters  wdiich  would  be  of  great  value  to 
them. 


.  The  present  position  of  the  sugar-grow- 
ing induslry  in  tliis  country  is  one  which 
merits  far  more  serious  attention  llian  it 
appears  to  be  receiving.  It  is  one  of  the 
oldest  industries  in  Brazil  and  has  at  limes 
been  tlie  source  of  great  wealth  and  com- 
mercial activity.  Like  all  other  industries, 
it  has  had  its  periods  of  prosperity  and 
depression,  while  in  some  provinces,  as  in 
Sao  Paulo,  it  has  been  completely  sup- 
planted by  other  and  more  profitable  pro- 
ducts, During  all  these  long  years,  however, 
and  through  all  its  many  vicis.situdes,  the 
induslry  has  maintained  its  prominence  in 
many  ])arts  of  the  country,  notably  In  those 
tributary  to  the  port  of  Pernambuco. 
Within  the  last  few  years  a  new  policy  has 
been  iimuguralctl  with  reference  to  this 
induslry  which  was  designed  to  encourage 
its  exien.sion  and  improvement,  but  which, 
in  our  opinion,  was  a  serious  economic 
error.  We  n-ler  to  the  grant  of  interest 
guarantees  on  ceiilral  factories.  The  gen- 
eral pur[io,se  w.is  unquestiimably  good  in 
itself,  inr  ii  was  expected  dial  the  new 
factories  thus  foundi;d  would  lead  tti  an 
increase  of  cane-growing.  .-\nd  nut  onlv 
was  il  designed  to  increase  the  product,  hut 
ilipiugh  ihe  employment  of  improved  ma- 
chinery A  far  better  grade  of  sugar  woiilil 
be  produced.  This  new  policy  was  Inaug- 
urated, however,  just  at  a  time  wiien  the 
jmiduction  of  sugar  throughout  the  world 
liad  greatly  outstripped  its  consumption, 
.iiiii  this  almost  permanent  over-production 
—lor  a  sugar-grower  who  has  a  costly  plant 
lo  niainiaiii  cm  not  suspend  production  at 
pleasme  -naturally  led  to  a  great  depres- 
siuii  ill  prices.  The  government  was  tliere- 
f.ire  oifering  pecuniary  encouragement  for 
the  e.^icnsie-n  of  an  unprofitable  industry, 
which  involved  the  acquisition  of  coslU- 
machinery  and  the  construction  of  ex[)en- 
si\e  buihlings.  It  was  certainly  a  verv 
ill-timed  encouragement,  lo  .say  the  least. 
Then.  loo.  ihe  government  led  the  industry 
into  unotlier  position  scarcely  less  anom- 
abui:.  ihan  the  first.  It  is  well  known  that 
\\\':  beM  uisioiiiei  lor  iiraxiliaii  sugar  is  llie 
United  Sl.iles  —  a  couiili)'  whose  tariffs 
tlisciiinin.Ue  against  refined  sugars  in  order 
to  proteci  its  refineries.  The  crude  product 
uf  Brazil  has  always  found  a  ready  market 
there,  ami  has  paid  the  minimum  of  duty. 
The  establishment  of  these  new  central 
factories  here  therefore  temls  not  onl) 
to  iiicrea'-e  the  production  of  a  class  of 
sugars  which  v:m\  noi  he  jilaced  upon  the 
.American  market  bccau.se  of  the  high  duties, 
but  it  discriminates  against  the  old  planta- 
tiiin  mills  aiid  thus  decreases  the  produc- 
tion of  the  only  gratle  which  finds  a  readv 
s,tle  there.  We  do  not  question  the  ad- 
vantage and  desirability  of  producing  refined 
sugars  instead  of  the  criule  article,  but 
where  an  important  and  indispensibte  cus- 
tomer expresses  a  wish  to  share  in  the 
proliis  of  mauul.iclure  and  has  the  power  to 
enforce  its  wish,  then  it  is  good  policy  to 
produce  iu-.i  wh.u  tint  customer  wants. 
It  inn>t  be  remembered  that  in  most  cases 
It  is  the  C'lusumer,  and  n<»t  the  producer, 
who  determines  the  price  and  (piality  of 
products.  The  natural  result  of  ihis  state 
itf  affairs  in  the  sugar-producing  industries 
of  the  world  has  caused  serious  losses  to 
jilanters    e\erywlicre,   and    those    of   Brazil 
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have  not  escaped.  A  few  days  since  an  ur- 
gent petition  was  received  from  three 
commerciiil  and  industrial  associations  in 
Pernainbuco,  praying  for  the  suspension  of 
the  export  duties  on  sugar,  as  the  planters 
can  not  keep  on  at  the  low  prices  now 
ruling.  On  the  28th  ult.  the  question  was 
brought  up  in  tiie  Senate,  where  the  min- 
ister of  finance,  while  admitting  the  bad 
policy  of  imposing  e.\port  duties,  stated 
that  the  government  can  neither  suspend 
nor  reduce  these  taxes  because  it  can  not 
spare  the  revenue.  The  reason  is  not  at 
all  conclusive.  Iftlie  industry  is  crushed, 
as  is  threatened,  then  the  treasury  will 
certainly  lose  part  or  all  of  this  revenue. 
At  any  rate,  it  is  pledged  to  a  guarantee  of 
a  certain  profit  on  a  large  number  of  centra! 
fictories,  and  if  its  export  duties  operate 
against  the  profitableness  of  the  industry 
tlien  they  directly  augment  the  interest 
charges  on  the  treasury.  If,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  government  can  increase  the 
profits  of  the  industry  by  suspending  these 
export  taxes,  then  the  result  will  be  to 
reduce,  or  eliminate,  the  interest  guarantee 
charges  on  llie  treasury  and  at  the  same  time 
preserve  an  important  industry  from  ruin. 
The  course  which  should  be  pursued  is  as 
clear  as  dav — the  iinmedi.ite  suspension  of 
the  tax.  If  the  revenue  involved  can  not 
be  spared,  then  let  a  corresponding  amount 
of  expenditure  be  suspended  also.  The 
country  can  much  better  stand  the  suspend- 
ed extensions  of  the  Dom  Pedro  II.  and 
ilie  iwd  S.  Francisco  railways,  than  it 
can  the  ruin  of  so  valu;tl)le  an  industry  as 
iliat  of  sugar-growing.

Legislative  Notes. 


SepUmher 33.~-\n  tbe  Senate  Sr.  Jnsi^  Bonifacio 
made  a  violent  attack  on  the  Bank  of  Brazil,  read- 
ing certified  copies  of  letters  by  one  of  its  olllcers 
to  a  correspondent  in  Santos,  which  are  edilying. 
The  law  for  retiring  judges  upon  tlnnr  attaining  a 
certain  age  was  passed.  The  premier  pro|)osHd  wn 
aineniimcni  lo  the  ngricullure  budgot  snppn-ssuig 
Ihe  amendments  of  Senator  Jose  Bonifacio  rchilivc 
to  Ihe  emancipation  law.  In  tbe  Chamber  the 
minister  of  agriculture  defended  and  Deputy  Can- 
dido  de  Oliveira  attacked  the  law  relating  to  public 
lands.

Sepleniher  2.f. — In  the  Senate  Sr.  Saraiva  denied 
that  any  contract  had  been  made  witii  the  For^fs  d 
Chanlitrs  company  for  building  an  iron-clad,  and 
.said  that  his  idea  of  fixing  the  rate  of  exchange  at 
24(AvouId  necessarily  have  done  away  with  the 
profits  of  llie  intermediaries  and  was  equivalent  to 
ibe  rejection  of  the  proposal.  A  severe  attack  on 
ailvogiido'^  admhiisit-ativos  [concession  lawyers]  was 
made,  .He  fui  ther  stated  that  the  Emperor  had  been 
salisfierl  with  bis  emancipation  law  which,  with  Sr. 
Prado's  depreciation  ol  values  table,  would  have 
abolished  slavery  in  7  or  8 years;  but  that  the  re^it- 
/(fw/^j)^.' produced  effucts  which  had  not  been  conU-ni- 
plaled  when  His  Majesty  signed  the  law.  Senator 
Josd  Hiinifacio  I'ointed  out  the  antagonism  between 
tbe  views  of  Ihe  ministers  of  finance  and  of  empire, 
criticised  the  projiosed  credit  for  works  at  the 
abattoir  and  thouyhl,  as  matters  stand,  it  would 
be  better  lo  make  the  munici]ial  chamber  a  section 
of  the  de)iartnient  of  empire.  The  minister  of 
empire  ^aid  he  had  alre.idy  replied  in  the  Chamber 
to  all  the  criticisms  of  the  preceding  speaker  and 
he  thought  enough  lime  had  already  been  speni  in 
discussing  ihe  proposed  abattoir  credit.  Tlie  credit 
as  amended  in  ibe  .Senate  finally  passed.  On  ibe 
proposed  credit  of  300,000$  for  sanitary  reforms 
Sr.  Oclaviano  thought  il  preferable  to  adopt  ihe 
plans  s;iid  to  have  been  siilmiilled  by  a  private 
indiviihial  |o  governmenl  for  executing  these 
reforms.  The  minister  of  empire  replied  lliat 
among  certain  conditions  contained  in  the  plans 
referreil  lo  were  some  that  could  only  be  granted 
liy  the  legislature  and  the  jirojector  hail  therefore 
been  referred  to  that  branch  of  llie  governmenl. 
Senator  Cruz  Machado  said  that  navigation  to 
Oceania,  .'\frica  and  Asia  touched  at  Rio  de  Janeiro 
and  that  therefore  the  improvement  of  its  sanitary 
condiliim  was  necessary.  Ills  idea  is  that  when 
the  tramway  concessions  expire,  one  immense 
company  will  lake  over  the  whole  net-work  in  ihe 
city  anil  the  government  receive  one  large  amount 
from  tlii--  for  sanitary  purposes,  and  he  proposed 
the  adjournment  uf  the  discussion.  The  premier 
read  the  Senate  a  sharp  lesson,  referring  to  hostile 
votes  and  verbosity,  and  if  his  amendment  lo  those 
ofSr.  Jos^  Bonifacio  falls,  he  had  no  choice  but  to 
demand  a  joint  session.  Senator  Viriato  de  Mc- 
deiros  again  attacked  the  telegraph  department 
and  favored  ihe  employment  of  military  engineers 
in  certain  civil  works.  Senator  Correia  defended 
the  conservatives  voting  with  the  opposition  on 
Sr.  Jo>S  Bonifacio's  moHon,  against  reproaclies  of 
the  premier.  In  the  Chamber  Deputy  Affonso 
Peniia  referred  to  the  possible  invasion  of  the  zone 
of  the  n.  Pedro  II  railway  (and  the  consequent 
reduction  in  ils  revenue)  by  private  enterprises. 
Deputy  AfTonso  Celso  compared  the  promises  of 
the  irovernment  with  what  Ihey  had  succeeded  in 
fulfilling  and  presented  9  (!)  motions  for  informa- 
tion im  diverse  subjects.  Deputies  Americo  de 
Souza  and  Candido  de  Obvcira  sj-wke  on  the  bill 
(or  the  punishmeni  of  arson,  and  the  latter  and 
Deputy  Rodrigo  Alves  on  ihe  public  lands  bill. 

Srptembet  ^5.— In  the  Senate,  Sr.  Taunay  after 
referriiit:  to  the  beauties  and  capacities  of  Ihe  port 
of  Sta.  Calharina  asked  for  informalion  as  to  plans 
and  estimates  for  the  removal  of  a  sand-bank  at 
its  entrance.  Senator  Viriato  dc  Medeiros  askeif 
for  .tables  showing  the  unities  of  cost  of  works 
executed    by    various   public    departments.      The 


premier  made  a  few  remarks  on  Sr.  JosiS  Bonifacio's 
motion  lelalive  to  the  reformed  by-laws  of  the 
Bank  of  Brazil,  after  which  tbe  "motion  passed. 
Senator  Jose  Bonifacio  again  violently  attiicked  the 
late  riomeslic  loan,  declaring  it  was  not  -subscribed, 
but  divided,  and  was  merely  the  precedent  neces- 
sary for  the  conversion  of  the  6  per  cent,  stock. 
He  said  no  legislator  had  imagined  that  in  voting 
conversion,  takers  of  the  loan  would  receive  at  91, 
what  holders  of  6  per  cent,  stock  would  receive  at 
95  per  cent.,  nor  that  artificial  means  to  advance 
the  value  ol  5  per  cent,  slock  would  he  used  to 
secure  conversion.  He  finally  moved  (or  further 
information  regarding  the  mailer.  Senator  Danlas 
was  severe  on  the  credit  for  sanitary  reforms, 
declaring  il  excessive  for  preliminary  expenses; 
wlial  is  needed  is  an  abundance  of  water  and  an 
improved  sewage  system.  Moreover,  sanitary 
reforms  pertain  10  the  privileges  of  the  mun- 
icipality. The  minister  ol  empire  replied,  but  his 
defense  was  rather  weak;  a  part  of  the  credit  being 
ap])arenlly  destined  to  meet  an  appropriation  sup- 
pressed in  tiie  budget  o(  llie  department  ol  empire, 
as  was  cliarged  by  Sr.  Danlas.  The  agriculture 
budget  was  voted,  the  motion  of  the  premier  sup- 
pressing Sr.  ]Q%i  Bonifacio's  motion  being  lost. 
In  the  Chamlier  dieie  wa.s  no  session. 

Septembtrsb.—  Xxi  the  Senate  the  credit  of 
300,000$  for  sanitary  reforms  in  this  city  finally 
passed,  ar,  also  the  bill  fixing  the  general  expend- 
iture of  the  empire  for  1886-87 ;  Senator  Josd 
Bonifacio's  motion  for  striking  out  the  Nalividade 
idemnily  was  losl.  Senator  Affonso  Celso  said 
that  in  64  fiscal  years  since  the  independence  of  ihe 


empiri 


Init  two  had  been   closed   with  balances. 


He  referred  to  the  rapid  succession  of  recent  loans 
and  said  if  we  were  not  yet  arrived  at  bankruptcy, 
we  liad  covered  a  good  part  of  the  distance  separat- 
ing us  from  it.  In  criticising  a  remark  of  the 
minister,  that  the  country  did  not  wish  economies, 
he  said  that  if  successive  ministers  insisted  upon 
these  the  Chamber  would  be  obliged  to  yield  on 
ihif  point.  He  opposed  the  g  per  cent,  surtax, 
giving  reasons  therefore.  The  minister,  he  said, 
had  furnished  him  a  table  to  show  that  by  proposed 
changes  in  the  tariffs,  in  the  stamp  laws,  and  by 
an  excise  on  .spirits,  the  revenue  could  be  increased 
4,700,000$  per  annum,  and  if  the  proposed  duty 
on  salt  he  adiled,  the  revenue  would  be  increased 
by  5,200,000$.  The  surtax  being  levied  for  the 
benefit  of  the  few  at  the  cost  of  the  many,  would 
stimulate  Ihe  abolition  movement  lo  increased 
activity.  While  he  did  not  consider  the  scheme 
lor  withdrawing  currency  would  be  efficaciou.s,  he 
would  vote  for  it,  as  he  had  proposed  a  somewhat 
similar  measure,  without  success,  in  1879,  when 
he  proposed  conversion  of  the  funded  debt  and  the 
ein|ihiymenl  of  the  saving  ol  inlerest  in  with 
dr.uving  curiency.  Tlie  true  cause  of  (he  deprecia- 
tion was  not  the  superabundance  of  currency,  but 
llie  constant  deficits  and  the  fear  of  issues  to  meet 
urgent  necessities.  His  estimate  is  thai  the  balance 
of  payments  is  against  the  country  to  the  extent  of 
40,000,000$  per  annum,  and  this  must  be  met  hy 
remitlances  of  exchange,  which,  becoming  mer- 
chandise,  is  subjected  lo  the  laws  of  supply  and 
demand.  He  referred  to  national  banks  in  all 
parts  of  Ihe  world,  except  the  United  States,  and 
favored  the  eslablishment  of  aii  institution  of  a 
similar  characler.  He  concluded  by  declaring  that 
the  government  savings  banks  required  a  radical 
re  formal  ion.  The  minister  of  finance  in  reply  did 
not  support  tbe  surtaic.  The  reform  of  the  savings 
banks  would  be  hniuj;hi  110  next  session  and  the 
preceding  speaker's  remarks  on  the  currency  an- 
swered  later  un.  Senator  Ignacio  Martins  thought 
Sr.  .\iTonso  Celso  had  assisted  the  niinisler  to 
sustain  as  such  his  opinion  when  depuly  as  lo 
the  surtax,  he  opposed  and  moved  to  strikeout 
the  proposed  salt  duly.  In  the  Chamber  the  law 
for  the  punishment  of  diuuages  and  arson  was 
passed  as  amended  in  the  Senate.  Deputy  Can- 
■  lido  de  Oliveira  opposed  the  law  against  carrying 
concealed  weapons,  because  while  in  ihe  capital 
certain  articles  were  weapons,  in  the  interior  they 
were  iiei:essities.  He  moved  thai  ihe  minister  of 
jusiice  be  invited  to  attend  at  the  debate.  The 
public  lands  hill  passed  second  reading,  the  min- 
ority declaring  that,  in  view  u[  the  hasly  closing  of 
tlie  debaie,  it  would  take  no  farther  part  therein. 
The  discussion  of  tiie  concealed  weapons  law  was 
resumed  and  Deputy  Coelho  de  Campos  favored 
llie  project  while  dissenting  from  some  of  ils 
clauses. 

S.pti'iiihft  ^.f.— In  the  Senate  Sr.  Correia  made 
a  violent  attack  on  ihe  proposed  credit  for  3,764,- 
000$  lor  works  executeil  cm  the  extension  of  the 
Kecile  and  S.  Francisco  railway,  declaring  that 
funds  should  have  been  asked  for  as  required,  and 
not  ibis  enormous  sum  allowed  to  accumulate.  In 
1883-84  llie  deficit  was  338,500$  and  in  1884-85 
llie  sum  due  the  coniractor  was  2.746,000$.  The 
minister  of  agriculture  said  ihe  credit  was  neces- 
sary, or  tlie  contraclors  would  he  ruined  by  their 
confidence  in  the  consent  of  ihe  government  as  to 
the  continuance  ot  the  works,  hut  that  steps  !iad 
been  taken  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  this  practice. 
Senalor  .Saraiva  defended  ii!>eral  governments 
against  the  imputaiions  of  Sr.  Correia,  The 
contractor  had  agreed  to  receive  payment  as  funds 
were  voted,  or  upon  completion  of  the  work,  and 
the  governmenl  asked  for  this  credit  not  from 
necessity,  but  from  clioice.  Senator  Soares  Bran- 
ilao  asked  the  minister  of  finance  what  was  the 
opinion  of  ihe  governmenl  as  to  suspending  the 
export  duties  on  sugar,  in  view  of  tiie  miserable 
position  of  ihis  article.  The  minister  declared 
himself  an  enemy  lo  all  export  duties,  but  under 
existing  circumstances  they  were  indispensible. 
Senator  Ottoni  referred  to  knavery  in  the  inanage- 
ment  of  the  emancipation  fund,  to  the  necessity  of 
serious  reforms  lo  Ihe  1885  law,  and  presented  an 
amendment  as  to  the  disposition  of  the  5  per  cent. 
surtax.  Senator  Danlas  said  it  was  impossible  to 
improve  the  exchange  value  of  the  currency  under 
existing  circumstances;  the  minister  proposed  to 
devote  the  project  of  the  stamp  taxes  to  with- 
drawing currency,  but  this  aclion  would  turlher 
aggravate  the  deficit.  His  opposition  to  tlie  5  per 
cent,  surtax  arises  from  his  opposition  to  pecuniary 
mdeinnity  to  the  slave  h<dder.  In  the  Chamber, 
DejiUly  Araujo  G6es  again  attacked  the  Bahia 
Central  Sugar  Factories  company.  Deputies  Can- 
dido de  Oliveira  and  Affonso  Ct\%o  claimed  a  victory 
for  ^ihe  opposition  on  ihe  abattoir  credit,  which 
Deputy   kodrigo   Silva  denied.     Deputy   AfTonno 
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Peniia  combatted  the  payment  to  the  Parana  rail- 
way.  Varions  amend-nents  to  the  pubhc  lanils 
bills  were  proposed,  but  no  action  taken  for  want 
of  a  quorum.  Deputy  Carlos  PeUoto  defended 
the  payment  of  interest  to  the  Parana  railway. 

September sg.—U  the  Senate  Sr.  Taunay  in- 
quired alter  a  civil  registry  bill  that  had  been 
passed  in  the  Chamber  in  1875  and  had  been 
shelved  in  the  Senate.  The  senator  was  much 
interrupted  by  satirical  remarks.  After  some 
observations  in  answer  by  Senator  Leao  Velloso, 
Sr.  Taunay  withdrew  the  inquiry.  The  credit  to 
pay  the  contractor  for  works  on  the  extension  of 
the  Recife  and  S.  Francisco  railway  finally  passed 
Sennlor  Leao  Velloso  made  an  extremely  weak 
defense  of  flogging,  saying  that  Brazil  was  not  the 
only  civilized  nation  where  this  punishment  was  in 
lorce;  Enjjland  flogged  tjarroters.  etc.  He  agreed 
that  flogging  slaves  might  be  abolished,  but  opposed 
the  enlire  revogalion  of  the  1835  law,  which  was 
passed  lo  protect  masters,  iheir  families  and  over- 
seers. He  finally  declared  his  unbelief  in  the 
system  of  parliaments.  Senators  Cruz  Machndo, 
Ignacio  Martins,  Silveira  da  MoUa  and  the  premier 
also  spoke  on  the  bill  lo  abolish  flogK'ig-  After 
some  remarks  by  Senators  Martinho  Campos  and 
Jose  Bonifacio,  theminister  oi  finance  is  reported  lo 
have  said  ithe  ofiicial  journal  does  not  publish  it  in 
his  speech)  that  as  lotteries  furnished  certain  ad- 
vantages lo  charitable  inslituUons,  it  was  not  pro- 
posed to  abolish  them,  but  that  these  institutions 
must  prepare  for  a  change,  for  lottery  gambling 
must  be  done  away  with.  He  insisted  upon  llie 
superabundance  of  currency  and  the  necessity  of 
its  withdrawal.  The  summary  of  the  minister's 
speech  is  so  meagre  as  to  be  virtually  useless. 
Senator  Daiitas  again  combatted  the  withdrawal 
of  currency  and  said  that  before  this  could  be  done 
the  financial  position  must  be  mended.  In  the 
Chamber  there  was  no  session. 

September  20.— \n  the  Senate  the  premier  denied 
in  reply  to  a  question  from  Senator  Avila  that  the 
president  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  had  refused  to 
publish  an  aviso  from  the  war  department.^  After 
four  years  repose  in  the  committee  portfolios  two 
reports  on  civil  registry  were  dug  out,  but  one  im 
the  secularization  of  cemeteries  is  missing.  After 
Senator  Silveira  da  Motta  had  made  some  remarks 
to  prove  that  the  government  amendment  to  the 
bill  abolishing  the  flogging  of  shves  was  of  an 
abolitionist  tendency,  llie  liill  as  amended  passed 
second  reading.  Senator  Jose  Eorifacio  attacked 
and  opposed  nearly  all  the  projects  of  the  minister 
of  finance.  Plis  speech  is  not  published  in  lull. 
The  minister  defended  liis  ideas  and  Sr.  Jose 
Bonifacio  replied.  In  the  Chamber  the  bill 
authorizing  the  municipal  chamber  to  raise  125,- 
000$  for  works  at  the  abattoir  passed.  Deputy 
Afl"onso  Celso  opposed  the  proposed  payment  of 
interest  to  the  ParanA  railway  and  Deputy  Costa 
Pereira  spoke  on  the  public  lands  bill. 

October  I.— In  K\\s  Senate  the  hill  abohshmg  the 
flogging  ot  slaves  passed.  Senator  Silveira  Martins 
delended  his  action,  when  minister  of  finance,  in 
issuing  currency  and  criticised  the  projects  of  the 
minister,  who  rephed.  Senator  Martinho  Campos 
attacked  the  protective  policy  of  the  minister  and 
the  duty  on  salt.  He  considers  import  duties 
excessive  and  ridiculed  tile  so  called  "national 
industry."  The  minister  denied  that  he  was  a 
protectionist  and  while  not  calling  upon  the  opposi- 
tion lor  support  on  minor  economies,  considered 
this  should  be  afforded  to  a  great  scheme  of 
financial  reforms.  Senator  Jos6  Bonifacio  returned 
to  the  charge  on  the  loans,  treasury  hills,  etc.,  and 
the  minister  again  spoke  in  reply.  Senator  Josd 
Bonifacio  replied  to  the  latter,  but  neither  of  his 
speeches  are  published  in  the  official  journal.  In 
the  Chamber,  after  a  considerable  debate  on 
certain  amendments  by  the  Senate  to  the  depart- 
ment of  empire  budget,  these  were  all  passed. 
The  hill  fixing  the  general  expenses  of  the  empire 
for  1886-87,  as  amended  in  the  Senate,  also  passed. 
Deputies  Cantao  and  Cesario  Alvim  spoke  on  the 
public  lands  bill. 

October  s.—  In  the  Senate  the  session  was 
occupied  in  discussing  the  budget  clauses,  Senators 
Jose  Bonifacio  and  Silveira  Martins  attacking  the 
minister,  who  replied  in  defense.  In  the  Chamber 
there  was  no  quorum. 
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— Senator  Jose  Bonifacio  on  the  25th  said  the 
Banco  Uniao  de  Credito  had  proposed  to  take 
30,000,000$  of  the  late  5  per  cent,  loan  at  93  per 
cent.  This  ofler  from  a  bank  with  a  nominal 
capital  of  2,000,000$  and  a  paid-up  capital  of 
200,000$  is  proof  enough  that  either  the  success 
of  the  loan  was  guaranteed,  or  that  the  managers 
of  the  bank  possess  rare  audacity, 

— The  following  were  the  principal  amendments 
passed  in  the  Senate  lo  the  bill  fixing  the  expend- 
iture of  the  department  of  agriculture  : 

To  strike  out  the  salary  for  a  technical  assistant 
to  the  minister ; 

To  increase  to  1,000,000$  the  appropriation  for 
D.  Pedro  II  railway  extensions  to  Itabira  and 
Sabaid ; 

To  strike  out  the  words  under  decree  No.  9.415 
dated  April  l8lh  1885  ; 

And  Senatiir  Jose  Bonifacio's  amendments  which 
we  have  already  published. 

— From  the  minister  ol  agriculture's  reply  to 
Senator  Correia  on  the  28th,  it  appears  that  the 
credit  asked  for  paying  the  contractor  for  the 
Recife  and  S.  Francisco  railway  became  necessary, 
liecause  under  the  contract  works  mij;ht  be  carried 
on  in  one  fiscal  year,  even  when  the  appropriation 
was  exhausted,  and  paid  for  under  the  appropria- 
tion of  the  next  year. 

— The  credit  for  125,000$  fi'r  works  at  the  abat- 
toir when  passing  the  Chamber  authorized  the 
government  to  lend  tins  sum  to  the  municipality. 
The  Senate  amends  the  law  so  thoroughly  that  il 
goes  back  to  the  Chamber  as  an  authority  for  the 
municipality  to  borrow  this  sum. 

— Another  prorogation  of  the  General  Assembly 
was  decreed  on  the  2nd  instant — this  time  to  the 
13th. 


— Capivary,  Sao  Paulo,  is  to  have  a  cotton  fac- 
tory; at  least  the  Diaiio  de  Santos  says  several 
gentlemen  have  proposed  to  mount  one. 

— Blumenau,  Sta.  Catharina,  has  two  aldermen 
who  neither  speak  nor  understand  Portugnese.  The 
president  of  the  province  says  there  is  nothing  to 
prevent  their  assuming  office. 

—  According  to  the  Diario  Mercantil  of  S.  Taulo, 
Campinas  is  the  victim  of  a  terrible  drouth.  For 
a  long  time  little  or  no  rain  has  fallen,  and  llie  in- 
habitants are  beginning  to  get  into  a  stale. 

—The  Diiirio  Popular  charges  tliat  there  has 
been  great  irregularity  in  the  distrihnlioii  of  blank 
forms  for  the  Sao  Paulo  census.  In  some  streets 
of  the  city  not  a  single  paper  has  been  seen. 

—The  Swedish  brig  Idiina  cleared  from  Vic- 
toria, Espirito  Santo,  for  New  York  on  the  24th 
ult.  with  4,340  bags  of  coflee,  and  the  Norwegian 
bark  Elliiict  for  Trieste  on  the  2SII1  with  4,828  hags. 
—The  September  receipts  of  the  Santos  custom 
house  were  824,o58$683,  against  536,is6$399  in 
the  same  month  of  last  year.  The  nuza  de  rendas 
receipts  were  i98,2S2$30i,  against  i04,58:$893 
last  year. 

—Two  Pelolas  doctors,  it  is  said,  are  going  to 
fight  a  duel,  in  order  to  decide  the  merits  of  a 
dispute  over  a  surgical  operation.  We  are  afraid 
that  the  public  has  little  lo  hope  for  from  such  an 
encounter. 

—A  telegram  published  here  on  the  30ih  ult. 
says  the  police  surrounded  a  gambling  house  in 
Victoria,  Espirito  Sant",  and  captured  an  ex-dep- 
uty, the  municipal  judge,  many  public  employes, 
etc.  Good  for  the  police! 

—The  Sertorio  Museum  of  S.  Paulo  is  on  the 
high  road  lo  celebrity.  The  travelling  collector  of 
that  institution  has  telegrahed  from  Jundialiy  that 
he  has  obtained  a  bed  once  occupied  by  Padre  Feij6, 
and  three  chairs  that  belonged  to  Padre  Galvao. 

—The  Pernambuco  cotton  dealers  have  resolved 
to  reduce  the  difference  between  first,  medium  and 
second  qualities  lo  500  reis  per  15  kilos.  The 
difference  in  prices  heretofore  ruling  has  been 
l$ooo,  which  was  established  when  cotton  com- 
manded much  higher  prices. 

— According  to  the  Coneio  PauliUano,  there  is  a 
12-year-old  girl  at  Ca(;apava|  Sao  Paulo,  who  is 
something  of  a  magician  in  her  way.  She  can  turn 
herself  into  any  kind  of  an  animal,  bird  or  insect 
at  will;  she  can  go  through  a  keyhole;  and  she  I 
can  transport  herself  to  any  part  of  the  world  in  an 
instant.     A  very  inconvenient  girl,  surely  ! 

—The  people  of  Sao  Paulo  are  complaining  of 
the  delays  and  lack  of  attention  in  the  telephone 
service  ot  that  city.  Until  Brazilians  learn  that 
"lime  is  money"  and  that  prompt  attention  is  a 
duty  for  white  men  as  well  as  slaves,  all  .such  pub- 
lic services  as  the  telephone,  postoflice,  etc.,  will  be 
subject  to  these  annoying  delays. 

—  On  the  26th  nil.  the  Coyreio  Paulistatto  gave 
a  statistical  table  showing  the  increase  of  customs 
receipts  in  August  over  the  preceding  month  of 
July  in  Santos,  Ballia,  Pernambuco  and  Pari,  the 
aggregate  increase  in  the  lour  being  428,634$746. 
Nothing  was  said  of  the  Rio  custom  house,  how- 
ever, where  there  was  a  decrease  of  l86,424$6o2, 
— A  recent  fire  at  "Laranja  Azeda,"  one  of  the 
fitemhis  of  the  Conde  de  Tres  RIos,  destroyed 
property  in  the  amount  of  80  contos  of  reis  ($35,- 
000).  The  Cimde  very  philosophically  consoles 
himself  bv  saying  it  might  have  been  much  worse; 
that  the  whole  place  mii^ht  have  been  burned  hy 
the  "impious  flames,"  in  which  case  his  loss  would 
have  been  ten  limes  as  great. 

—We  fear  that  the  Sao  Paulo  census  will  be 
somewhat  defective.  From  an  announcement  in  i 
Sao  Paulo  exchanjie,  it  appears  that  the  census- 
taker  in  One  of  ihe  city  parishes  requires  the  people 
to  bring  their  reports  around  lo  his  residence. 
That  is  certainly  an  innovation  in  census  laki 
and  will  probably  secure  returns  for  ahont  25  per 
cent,  of  the  population. 

—The  business  classes  of  Santos,  Sao  Paulo, 
are  complaining  bitterly  of  the  postal  service  in  that 
province.  And  there  seems  to  be  abundant  reason 
for  it,  for  th*^  service  is  simply  abominable.  It 
lakes  from  five  to  seven  days  to  carry  a  letter  from 
Rio  to  Campinas,  though  a  passenger  can  go  in  a 
day  and  a  half.  In  the  central  office  at  Sao  Paulo, 
the  principal  idea  seems  lo  be  to  kill  time  doing 
nothing. 

— A  conservative  paper  published  at  Cuyabd, 
Malto  Grosso,  says  that  a  gentleman  there  had 
celebrated  the  anniversary  ol  the  ascension  of  the 
conservative  party.  The  celebration  was  novel; 
his  wife  presenting  him  with  an  addition  to  his 
family.  Mother  and  child  are  both  doing  well. 
Joao  Mauricio  Francisco  Antonio  Leilao  da  Cu- 
nha  Riheiro  da  Luz  Chaves  McDowell  da  Costa 
Andrade  should  be  the  baptismal  names  beatowed 
on  this  latest  addition  to  the  parly  of  order. 


— Five  prisoners  escaped  from  the  Baibacena 
jail  on  the  night  of  the  24th  ull. 

— The  planters  about  Itatiha,  Silo  Paulo,  are 
having  their  annuaTfright  because  the  coffee  trees 
are  not-Jjhw^ming  as  well-behaved  coffee  trees 
should.  The  same  phenomenon  is  reported,  too, 
from  Araras  and  S.  Carlos  do  Pinhal. 


—A  telegram  from  the  Arroio  dos  Ratos  coal 
mine,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  on  the  isl  inst.  announ- 
ces that  work  was  begun  with  the  new  machine  for 
making  brtqncttes  [patent  fuel]  on  the  zSth  ull. 
with  good  results.  The  first  day's  work  showed  a 
result  of  seven  tons  ui  briquettes  per  hour, 

— Twenty  lawyers  of  Ouro  Prelo,  Minas  Geraes, 
have  signed  a  public  agreement  not  to  accept  or 
advocate  any  cause  which  may  lie,  directly  or 
indirectly,  contrary  to  Ibe  liberation  of  slaves.  And 
the  Liberal  'tfineiro  declares  that  it  will  not  accept 
advertisements  ol  runaway  slaves.  Good  for  Ouro 
Preto  !     That  is  just  the  talk  we  like  to  hear  ! 

—The  revenue  collector  at  Ouro  Preto,  Minns 
Gerai'S,  has  imposed  a  fine  upon  Joseph  K.  Part- 
ridge and  the  "The  Ouro  Preto  Gold  Mines  of 
Brazil,  Limited"  for  the  sale  of  the  Passageni, 
RaposoE,  and  other  gold  mines,  williout  paying  the 
tax  on  translers.  The  fine  is  divided  equally 
between  the  two  parties,  and  payment  is  ordered 
before  the  loth  iust. 

— Tlie  government  is  trying  its  old  dodge  with 
the  Pernambuco  defaulting  treasurer.  The  reslric- 
tion  against  his  communication  with  others  has 
been  withdrawn,  and  he  has  been  given  15  days  to 
return  the  money.  Of  course  if  he  or  his  friends 
return  the  money,  then  he  will  he  set  at  liberty. 
For  a  defaulting  ofiicial  restitution  is  all  the 
punishment  the  government  cares  to  inflict.
